The woman 
is one Ingeborg GRIFFEL, 30 years old, previously belonging to the 
Goman occupation services, now residing in Paris (since three months) 
in a hotel. The man, driver of the car, is one Armen fffiRCESSlAN, 
Iranian subject, $0 years old, residing stormt Grande *ue at Heauphle- 
le-Ghateau. 


JSECESSIAH explained that he had obtained aorphine-base 
and refined it in a clandestine laboratory located at n# 1*0 Rue 
Auguste Rodin, Jfeudon. Be had applied to the American Services of 
documentation and obtained fro® the® all the information which he 
needed for his works as an improvised cheats t. 

3e also divulged the name of his supplier of morphine 
base* one H&srallah BJAMI, ex-consul of Iran in Brussels (Belgium) 
and Cairo (Egypt) who was arrested at his hotel, DJAIAI had shipped 
his car from Iran to Genoa, ^rom Genoa he drove to Paris with the 
three kilos of morphine base in the car, hat was never troubled. The 
jrther kilo was seized, still unsold, in the Hendon laboratory.
